Mon. gentlemen opposite nd- 
vertise that, te the world and people say they 
will not go to a country where there is no 
free trade in railways, because ina prairie 
country they expect to grow grain and re- 
quire cheap transport.” 

THE citizens of Selkirk and Regina board of 
trade lately passed resolutions favoring dis- 
allowance. This rouses the bile of the Medi- 
cine Hat Times which expresses its contempt 
for Regina by eallingit Dewdneyvilleand likens 
the contest in subserviency between Reyina 
and Selkirk to a conflict between two skunks. 
It hopes that one will be thoroughly beaten, 
as it would be inconvenient for the C. P. R. 
to move half of Winnipeg to Selkirk and the 
other half to Regina, 

THE Vancouver Herald favors disallowance, 
It says “if men after spending timeand means 
in public enterprises are to be placed in com- 
petition with foreigners then there is very 
ittle encouragement for patriotism. The 
Northern Pacitic rans through a more densly 

opulated country than the North West, and 
8, therefore ina position to compete with 
the C. P. RL”) It isa peculiar brand of pat- 
riotism which pursues a policy that keeps 
our more fertile country less densely popu- 
lated than that of our competitors. 


THE Medicine Hat Times, in an article 
headed ‘Is agitation necessary?” says: 
** We sometimes hear the remark made that 
agitation is unnecessary and useless; that by 
far the best way to secure your rights is to 
wait patiently and submissively and every- 
thine will come all right. Such has not been 
our expeiernce in Medicine Hat. Such has 
not been the experience of Manitoba in her 
desire for provincial rights, and the public 
will look back through long ages of history 
and fail to find any great reform, taking place 
that was not the result of agitation. Aslong 
as a people are willing to suffer injustice just 
so long will harsh task-masters be found to 
be equally willing to inflict it.” 

LokD LANSDOWNE, speaking lately on im- 
perial federation said :—-"'The consolidation 
of the empire may be a very good thing, but 
he would be blind toe what is going on 
amongst us at this moment who did not see 
that the consolidation of the Dominion was 
a subject not less deserving of the attention 
of those who are concerned for its future 
welfare.” It will now be inorder for the 
government party to accuse Lord Lansdowne 
of disloyalty to Canada and of being an 
Annexationist in disguise because he pre- 
suines to say that the political horizon of 
Canada ia not unclouded, and because he 
points out that it is the duty of all patrietio 
men not to shut their cves to the fact but to 
use every endeavour to clear the clouds 
away. 

Tue Winnipeg Sun rises to renark: “To 
be worthy of the couutry the people must be 
free, independent and progressive. They 
must not be led captive by an oppressive 
monopoly. -they must not be coerced by an 
unjust assumption of the executive preroga 
tive.

A RAILWAY. 


The prospect of a railway for Edmonton 
seems to be taking shape in the Alberta & 
Athabasca scheme. The visit of Mr. Evarts | 

| on behalf ef the company last week, and of | 
Mr. Sage on behalf of the Alberta milling | 
company, the fact of the principal sharehold- 
ers being heavily interested in the timber 
limits of the Red Deer and Saskatchewan for 
whose profitable working a railway is neces- | 
sary, the fact that they are men of capital 
and enterprise, and above all the fact that if 
the timber limits are not worked shortly, | 
| 


and the railway commenced by July 2oth, 
their rights will be in serious danger of being 
forfeited, all point to an early commence- 
ment of the road, tire best possible guarantee 
that it will be completed at a reasonably 
early date—the charter says by July 20th, 
‘91, which would cause it to reach bkdinon- 
ton about two years from now. Not the 
least pleasing feature of the charter is that 
while no piace is fixed either for the starting 
point on the C. P. R. or the terminus at the 
Athabasca it is provided that it must cross 
the Saskatchewan ‘‘near the town plot of 
Edmonton.” Of course '‘ near” is rather in- 
definite and does not necessarily mean “at” 
or “on,” but if the line is compelled to pass 
near Edmenton the company’s own interest 
should naturally induce it, if not met in too 
churlish a spirit by the people, to take advant 
age of the business already centered here, 
rather than attempt to establish a rival 
town. A great deal has been made against 
Edmonton as a town site on acceunt of the 
alleged diificulty of crossing a railway here, 
but whether the crossing is good or bad it is 
certainly as good at the townsite as any place 
near it, and when it is considered thata 
crossing on either side of Edmonton would 
be 80 much of a deviation trom the most 
direct and level route between the probable 
terminal points, Calgary and the Landing, it 
will be seen that aside trom the provisions of 
the charter the interests of the company 
would be best served by crossing the line 
here, The pointing of aroad towards Ed- 
monton cannot fail of having a good effect, 
even though the work should not provecd 
rapidly, It will be a standing advertisement 
that there isacountry up here possessing 
desirable qualities, something that at pres. 
ent the ordinary immigrant cannot be in- 
duced to believe. His argument is, ** The C. 
P. RK. Co. had the choice of the whole coun- 
try. They chose this southern part. There- 
fore it must be the best. No doubt the wood, 
water, hay and rich mellow seil on the Sas- 
katchewan are good in themselves but there 
must be couuterbalancing disadvantages or 
the UC. P. R. would have pone there. It must 
be too far north.” But if other men choose to 
sink their money inarai!way to open up 
communication with this district, the pro- 
spective settler will see for hiniself that there 
must be something to induce them to do so, 
Asthe distance is not great if he is not satis- 
tied with the prairie on the C. P. R. line he 
may strike north himself and having done so 
if he cannot tind a loeation to suit him he 
must be indeed hard to suit. Every mile 
further north of the C. P, R. the land al- 
though still bare of timber and dry and roll- 
ing becomes blacker and more mellow, with 
a better growth of grass and more frequent 
streams flowing from the foothills of the 
monntains to the Ked Deer. — At the Lone 
| Pine only 60 miles from Calgary is the edye 
| of the timber, where clumps of poplar furn- 
ish Wind breaks ava timber in abundance for 
fencing, building and tireing, beautitul clear 
grassy slopes invite the breaking plow and 
the low grounds carry a rauk growth of grass 
suitable for hay. From the Lone Pine to 
| Edmonton extends a gently undulatiug, park 
like country, of alternating woods and prairie | 
with afew lakes and many streams, with a 
soil all rich and a growth of grass all rank 
| both becoming richer and rauker as the Sas- 
| katehewan is neared. Spruce timber for 
sawing exists on the heads of all the streams, 
| Coal crops out on the banks of every one. A 
more desirable country in which te carry on 
mixed farming cannot be imagined, Once 
aticntion is attracted to such a district by 
a railway it cannot fail to go allead with a 
bound.

CHARTER. | 


Passed July 20th, ’85, 

Incorporators and provisional directors 
Henry B. Beard, George F. Jackson, Wil- | 
liam W. Huntington, John 8S. McEwen, Louis 
Sands, Arthur T. H. Williams, R. P. Russel, 
A. B. Nettleton Samuel, P. Snider and C. C. 
Colby. 

Railway to run frem some point on the 
Bow river or the Canadian Pacific railway, 
at or between Calgary and Crowfoot creek, 
and thence northerly to a point on the Atha- 
basca river, crossing the North Saskatche- 
wan near the town plot of Edmonton. 

The guaye is to be four feet eight and a 
half inches, and bridges must have the ap- 
proval of the governor in council and not iin- 
pede navigation. 

The company may build necessary tele- 
graph and telephone lines, own and run ves- 
sels on the Red Deer, Saskatchewan ard 
Athabasca rivers and tributary streams, and 
‘carry freight and express. 

Capital stock 21,500,000, in shares ef one 
hundred dollars each. Ten per eent must 
be paid on stock when subscribed, 

Grants of land, bonuses, etc., may be 
received, 

When $500,060 stock has been subscribed 
and ten per cent, paid the first meeting of 
the shareholders may be beld in the city of 
Winnipeg te elect nine directors. Directors 
inust own fifty shares. Annual general 
meetings shall be held where the company 
appoints by by-law. Two week’s notice must 
be given in the Canada Gazette and ina 
Winnipeg and Calgary paper. Shareholders 
who are aliens have the same rights as Brit- 
ish subjects. 

Calls of ten per cent. may be made atinter- 
vals of thirty days. Bonds may be issued,to bea 
first mortgape on all the property of thecom- 
pany, to the amount of $20,000 a mile. But 
provision may be made by deed that bonds 
issued shall only be a mortgage on part of 
the propertr of the company. — If default is 
made on the bonds the bondholders may 
vote as shareholders. 

“The works hereby authorized to be con- 
structed shall be commenced within two 
years (July 20th, ’87) and completed within 
six years from the passing of this act.” 

Tie amendinents to the bill passed at the 
present session of parhament provide: Ist. 
For the issue of bonds on the land yrant of the 
company tothe extent of 320,000 for each 
mile constructed or under contract to be con- 
structed, and 2nd, For the issue of paid up 
stock in payment to “engineers or contract- 
ors or for right of way or material, plant or 
rolling stock, or for the services of persons 
employed by the directors in furtheranee of 
the undertaking, or purchase of right of way, 
material, plant or rolling stock.” 

The company also asked at the present 
session for an extension of their charter 
through Peace river to the Alaska boundary, 
and an extension of the time for commence- 
ment to Nov, 1st, 87, fixing six years as the 
time of completion to Peace river, and ten as 
the time of completion to the Alaska boun- 
dary. But these requests were not allowed,

It is to be fearcd that the freighting busi. 
ness to and froi this place is overdone, This 
is the more unfortunate as the parties affect- 
ed are all of this district and many of them 
by undertaking to troipht this spring have 
lost the chance of putting in crop on their 
farms, Last season the freivhting business 
Was good, wore freight was being moved than 
ever before and not too many were enpayed 
in moving it. Of course the freighter re- 
ecived cash for his work and was in a good 
position generally. Farming was good too, 
as far as the yield of grain and price of stock 
went, but the price and demand — for 
grain was not so satistactory, and many 
farmers bad from a hundred to a thous 
and bushels of unsold grain lying in 
their bins this spring Some of them began 
to compare unfavorably their condition with 
that of the freighter. ‘They had been spend. 
ing their time aud labor producing some- 
thing for which there was no demand, while 
his time and labor were always in demand 
for cash. Therefore they would cease being 
farmers and become freighters. The result 
was that when a large proportion of the farm- 
ers became freighters the freighting busi 
ness was not long becoming more over 
done than farming had been. With this 
difference that when neither the products of 
the one nor the labor of the other ave in de 
mand the farmer having food tor himself, his 
fainily and his stock can stand the seige as 
long as it happens to last, while the freighter 
if he cannot get work must quit the business. 
Therefore the farmer who quits farming for 
freighting quits a certain for an uncertain 
living. The great difference in favor of the 
freighter ii the farmer's eyes is that he has 
the handling of ready cash for his work. 
Supposing he has and the farmer has not 
The first object of the freighter, as of the 
farmer, isaliving. Outof the cash that he 
receives for his freight he must purchase 
supplies for himseli and renewals and ir- 
crease for his outfit. Whathe has over ig 
profit and it is often a very small fraction of 
the whole. Is not the fariner who raises his 
own supplics, who raises his own increase of 
stock and adds to the value of bis iniprove 
nents by his own labor just as well off, so 
far, as if he had handled and paid out cash 
as the fresghter bad to do? Having done all 
this, which is within the reach of every farm 
er, it is indeed hard if he cannot sell for cash 
as much of bis surplus produce as shall equal
